Sir George White and his Staff, on horse- 
back (said the Standard Correspondent) took 
up their position in front of the Town Hall, 
whose shattered tower and broken walls formed 
a fitting background for the historic and impres- 
tive spectacle. The pipes and drums of the 
Gordon Highlanders played past each battalion 
of the Relief Column as it came up. Sir 
Redvers Buller and his Staff rode at the head 
of the troops, with an escort of Irregular Horse. 
Sir Charles Warren followed at the head of the 
Fifth Division, and after General Barton’s 
Brigade came General Lyttelton’s Division, the 
Commander of which came in for special recog- 
mition. 

Each regiment marched past in review order, 
and as they passed the Town Hall, raised cheers 
for Sir George White, who was manifestly much 
affected. The Boer prisoners witnessed the 
triumphal entry from the balcony of the jail.

They also will leave here to-day, reaching 
Modder River to-morrow, where they will be 
railed to Cape Town in detachments.” 

The actual number of the Boer prisoners, 
underestimated by Cronjé, was 4600. 


The Boer Laager. 


On the day Cronjé surrendered, Reuter's smart 
correspondent visited the Boer laager, and 
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wrote: '' The condition of the whole laager’ 
and trenches was too frightful for description. 
The whole river-bank on both sides is honey- 
combed with trenches, but such trenches have 
never been before in warfare. They are really 
underground dwellings, and perfectly secure 
unless à shell is dropped into the opening from 
above. 

“The laager had been practically destroyed. 
In every corner were the remains of the fires on 
which the Boers had made their morning coffee. | 
Joy that the end of the dreadful siege was come 
was writ large in every face and in every gesture. 
Men laughed and joked on all sides, and hoped 
they would soon get a drink of whisky. N early 
all the Free Staters spoke English. They had 
not a thought about the ultimate result of the 
war; not a word about fighting for their liberty. 
All was forgotten in the joy of present deliver- 
ance. One man, shaking his fist in the direction 
of Cronjé, exclaimed, * D—— you, hard шап! 
You deserve to be shot.’ ”

The Iris. 


T is wonderful in what unlikely places the iris grows, 
and constant travellers in the suburbs of London must 
have noticed the excellent growth of the plants on the 
borders of several railway platforms only a few miles 
out of the great Metropolis. In most cases, this is the 

German iris, a hardy, everrzeen, herbaceous plant, which 
grows and flowers to perfection in cold, smoky, and other 
unfavourable situations, and positively luxuriates in a light 
loamy soil, fairly well enriched. It is admirably adapted for 
the herbaceous or shrubbery border, or for the margins of 
lakes or ponds. Their large, handsome, and characteristic 
flowers are produced in great profusion, every conceivable 
shade of colour being represented, and the blooms are

iseful alike for garden decoration or cut flowers. They 
should be in every garden. The large bulbous Spanish iris, 
a robust grower, is about 18in. high. The flowers are large 
and very handsome, wonderfully rich in colour and mark- 
ings, and valuable for cutting... Тһе bulbs should be 
planted in September and October, in well-drained sandy 
soil, with a little sand round each bulb if thesoil is heavy. 
'The smaller Spanish iris flowers a fortnight earlier, and its 
blooms are very lasting. If transplanted in the autumn 
they do wonderfully well in the following spring, a few 
clumps I lifted last November having defied the recent 
harsh weather, and will be in flower in a few weeks if 
present appearance is anything to go by 

Old English Game. 

The hen of which I give an Illustration is a very good 
specimen of the black-red Old English Game, a very dis- 
tinguished member of an important family. Aseel, Duck- 
wings, Indian Game, and Malays, all noted in previous 
articles, come under the same category, but the black- 
breasted reds are regarded as the chief variety, and they 
generally occupy the premier position at most shows. Тһе 
principal points are: Beak slightly curved and stout where 
set in the head ; head ratherinclined to be long, not round 
and DEDE the least possible indent over the eye 
gives a snake-like appearance, which is much admired.

"This wil] make one 
four-pound cake. If you use liquor, add, before 
the fruit, one gill of brandy. 


Icing for Sauce 


is made as follows: ** Whites of two eggs, one 
teaspoonful of lemon-juice, half a pound of 
powdered sugar. The quantity can be doubled 
if a greater amount of icing is required. Place 
the eggs in a refrigerator or some very cold 
place one hour before using. теак them 
carefully and beat the whites until frothy, then 
sift the sugar im gradually, beating all the 
while ; add the lemon - juice, and continue 
the beating until the icing is fine and white, 
and stiff enough to stand alone. Keep in 
їп à cool place until wanted. Spread with 
à knife dipped in ice-water. If ornaments 
are used they must be placed on the cake while 
the ice is still moist. This may be varied by 
adding different flavourings, such as strawberry, 
pineapple, rose, vanilla, etc. Strawberry icing 
should always be coloured with a few drops of 
cochineal.”
